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PREFACE 


This publication is a compilation of Marriage Records, Volumes 
14-26, of the Probate Court of Mobile County, covering the period 
1856-1875. It does not include Volumes 1-5, Colored Marriage 
Records, which relate to persons of African descent who were freed 
following the end of the Civil War. Publication of the last named 
volumes is planned by another organization. 


Information contained in the marriage records, while limited, 
can be very important to the researcher. The license has the 
signatures of the prospective groom and a bondsman. The bondsman 
in many cases may be a relative of the bride-to-be. This is 
followed by the name and current marital status of the bride-elect. 
This section may also contain consent of parent with his/her signa- 
ture or a statement that the bride is a widow. With all this 
affirmed the Probate Judge signed a statement authorizing a State 
Judge, ordained minister of the gospel or Justice of the Peace to 
unite the couple in marriage. . The officiating person completed the 
certificate of marriage and often included place of marriage such 
as ...Dog River Factory ...at home of the bride seven miles from 
Mobile ...Trinity Church ...at the residence of the Bishop, etc. 


While some of the original records may not contain any 
information not included in this index most of them do furnish 
vital information. In those cases where the marriage certificate 
was not returned this has been noted by the use of an asterisk (*) 
following the date the license was issued. 


If the bride had not married previously she was designated as 
"maiden". If she had married previously she was designated as 
"widow" or "Mrs." before her name. Of the approximately 6,000 
brides in this publication 1,120 were widows. Brides who were 
listed as widows are noted in this index with a (w) following their 
names. This information has been included as it was felt this 
would be of value to the researcher. Unfortunately there is gener- 
ally no designation that the groom had married previously. 


The penmanship contained in the Probate Court records leaves 
much to be desired. Often it has been impossible to distinguish 
some of the letters and the abstractors have had to use their 
judgment in making a decision. Use of the index compiled by the 
Probate Court and the opinion of the persons using these records 
for a number of years has been sought. At times it has been 
necessary to list alternate possibilities of the name. These have 
been indicated by use of a question mark (?) following the name.
